The Washington Evening Star 
has revealed that Alvin W. Hall, 
the man counterfeiters would most 
like to be, is retiring as director 
of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing. 

For 30 years he has supervised 
the Nation’s money manufacturers.

$200 billion. 

The bureau also prints Govern- 
ment checks, postage and revenue 
stamps, securities, military com- 
missions and certificates and other 
engraved matter.

trip later. 

“After that I’ll have some things 
to clean up here, and then I'll 
ot to find something to do,’’ he 
said.

Israel’s first set of. stamps does not show Palestinian landscapes, 
portraits of Zionist leaders or pictures of the Jewish settlements, but a 
series of ancient Jewish coins. There was a good reason for this choice 
of design, however, for the stamps constitute a direct link between the 
new State of Israel and the Jewish State of 2000 years ago.

There is certainly no better way of symbolizing the connection 
between the ancient Jewish State and the new State of Israel 
than to have the ancient coins of that period on the first set of 
the postage stamps of the State of Israel.

The coins used date from the 
two Jewish wars of liberation 
against the Roman Empire in 67-70 
C. E. and 132—135 C. E. They have 
a distinctively Jewish character, 
both as regards symbols, inscrip- 
tions and general style, in which 
they differ from all other antique 
coins, They show either ritual sym- 


bols, or Palestinian fruits and 
plants, in a rich variety of de- 
signs. 


This variety shows, that although 
it was a time of war and danger, it 
was nevertheless a period abound- 
ing in creative ideas. The lettering 
is in the ancient Hebrew script, 
which had actually then been su- 
perceded long ago by the “‘square”’ 
lettering used to this day. 

The best known of these coins is 
the ancient silver shekel dating 
back to the First War of the Jews. 
It has been used on the stamps 
for 20, 250, 500 and 1000 mils. One 
side shows the ritual cup used in

the Temple, which is included 
among the sacred vessels repro- 
duced on the Arch of Titus in 
Rome. Above the cup there is the 
lettering ‘‘first to fifth Year’’ and 
‘Shekel Israel’ (Shekel of Israel). 
The reverse shows a branch with 
three pomegranates and the in- 
scription ‘“‘Yerushalayim Hakedo- 
sha’’ (Holy Jerusalem). 

The stamps for 50 and 15 mils, 
bear reproductions of coins minted 
during the Second War. Both have 
the same inscription: « ‘‘shana 
achathe le-geulath Israel’ (Year 
One of the Redemption of Israel). 
One of them has a bunch of grapes 
on one side and a _ seven-fronded 
palm tree on the other, not shown 
on the stamps, with the inscription 
‘‘Elasar Hacohen’’ (Elasar the 
Priest). 

That on the 50 mils stamp, a so- 
called Tetradrachme, is a large sil- 
ver coin, which also shows a lulav 
and an ethrog, and on the reverse, 
not reproduced on the stamps, the 
front of a temple or synagogue, 
with a star over an architrave 
borne by four pillars, with the Axk 
visible within the synagogue and 
two scrolls of the Law lying — not 
standing — inside it. The inscription

Palestine Postal History 


1850-1948; France, Austria 


Opened First Post Offices 


Louis S. Schulman and Irving Weisberger 


There is hardly a country so small in size that has had such 
a varied and interesting postal history as Palestine. 

A little more than a century ago Palestine, as a part of the 
Turkish Empire did not have a single post office, stamp or can- 
celling device. Written communications were delivered by mes- 
sengers who carried the mail on foot, donkey or camel. This method 
was not too reliable. The need for a postal system was evident. 
Jewish, missionaries, pilgrims and diplomats having business and 
social contacts all over the world desired ‘to maintain these co 


tacts by correspondence. 

With the Ottoman 
weakening, several® European 
powers secured concessions in 
Palestine and set up their own 
post offices. The first post offices 
were opened by France and Aus- 
tria, in Jaffa, in 1852. In about 
1856 the Russians opened post 
offices, followed by Turkey and 
Egypt in 1870, Germany in 1898 
and Italy in 1908. 

Thus the country, which a 
short time ago had no post of- 
fice at all, suddenly found itself 
with seven different systems. All 
these post offices used the regu- 
lar postage of their respective 
countries. These stamps were later 
overprinted in Turkish or French 
currency. 

Jewish settlers in the mean- 
while were busy returning to the 
barren wastes of Palestine, caused 
by centuries of neglect, to once 
again try and establish a home- 
land. The first agricultural train- 
ing center was established in 
1870 at Mikve Israel, near Jaffa. 
Petah Tiqva was established in 
1878. Rishon Lezion and Gedera 
were founded in 1882 by the first 
Jewish pioneers of Palestine. 
Other settlements were  estab- 
lished by Jews migrating from 
Eastern Europe. By the beginning 
of World War I, the Jews had 
established approximately 50 new 
settlements. 

In 1897 Dr. Theodore Herzl, the 
father of political Zionism, called 
his followers together in Basle, 
Switzerland. This was the first 
Zionist Congress and it was here 
the Zionist Movement was born, 
dedicated to the establishment in 
Palestine of a Jewish National 


Empire 


home. 

In 1902, the Jewish National 
Fund was created and issued its 
first labels. The money, derived 
from the sale of labels, purchased 
land in Palestine and was instru- 
mental in carrying out the ideas 
of the founder of the Zionist 
Movement. 

These events had an important 
bearing on the postal. history of 
Palestine. The growing number 
of settlements and expansion of 
existing towns induced the Turk- 
ish Government to open post of-

Philatelic Sale 
Of 1943 Id Coils 


In August 1953 the Australian 
Philatelic Bulletin published the 
news that very few 1d stamp vend- 
ing machines were in use and that 
as considerable stocks of 1d stamps 
in coils were held, the new 1d vio- 
let Queen Elizabeth would not be 
made into coils for some time. 

This position still obtains and 
it appears unlikely that 1d Queen 
Elizabeth stamps in coil form will 
be required for two or three years. 
The existing stock of id _ coil 
stamps includes not only the 1d 
1947 type, portraying the Queen 
as Princess Elizabeth but also the 
1d 1943 type portraying the Queen 
Mother, so that both kinds have 
been available for use in stamp 
vending machines. 

However, it has been decided to 
utilize only the 1d 1947 type in 
stamp vending machines in future 
and such supplies as are still avail- 
able for the 1943 type have been

ity. 

The Society publishes a monthly magazine, the ‘Israel-Palestine 
Philatelist,’’ the only periodical of its kind in the U.S.A. This paper is 
now beginning its sixth volume and has become known as the ‘‘bible’’ 
of Israel philately in the U.S.A. The editor-in-chief is Dr. Louis A. 
Sarrow. The associate editor is Solomon Handel. The assistant editors 
are Louis S. Schulman, Edmond Talkowsky, Max Vogel, Joseph ™.

The Society has also published three monographs: (1) ‘‘The Postal Sys- 
tem of Israel’, by Louis S. Schulman and Irving Weisberger. (2) ‘“The 
Postal History ‘of Nahariya’’, by David Kessler of Haifa and Max Vogel. 
(3) ‘‘The Doar Ivri Plates” by Leslie L. Blake. 

The Society exhibits each year at the ASDA National Postage Stamp 
Show in November in New York. Our exhibit is always outstanding, 
original and attractive. During the season, two meetings are given to 
auction sales. One meeting is the annual dinner in honor of Israel’s In- 
dependence Celebration.

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Fractional Postal Rates Of 
Stampless Lover Days 


In an editorial of August 30 we made inquiries at the request of a 
subscriber concerning how the fractional rates of 124%c and 18%4c might 
be paid by post office patrons when we had no fractional currency. 

Both Mr. Ed. i historian of the Garfield-Perry Stamp Club of 
Cleveland, Ohio and Mr. Stephen G. Rich of 
Verona, N. J. have sent us letters on this 
subject which explain these rates. -The in- 
formation from Mr. Piper seems to be the 
mgst thorough and complete so we will 
quote from his letter, as follows. 

“For over fifty of the early years of the 
Republic fractional currency was freely 
circulated as a medium of exchange. These 
were Spanish and Mexican coins—reales, 
which were rated at one-eight of a dollar 
(12%4c) and half-reales, at one-sixteenth of 
a dollar (6%c). The United States issued no 
such Fractional Currency; but the Spanish 
and Mexican coins were in such general 
circulation that the United States Post Of- 
fice Department set some of its postage 
rates to fit the Spanish and Mexican coins. 

“The Reale was colloquially known as a 
: ‘bit’; and the term ‘two-bits’ is still occa- 
sionally heard in the United States to indi- 
cate 25 cents, 

GEORGE W. LINN “The 12'c rate for single letters was in 
effect from June 1792 to June W, 1845, except as shown below: 


“‘June 1, 1792 to April 30, 1799, inclusive for 100 to 150 miles under 
the Act of February 20, 1792. 

“May \, 1799 to January 31, 1815 inclusive, for 90 to 150 miles, under 
the Act of March 2, 1799. 

“From February 1, 1815 to Mareh 31, 1816 inclusive, no 12%c rate 
was in effect. 

“This was because the Act of December 23, 1814 provided for ‘War 
Rates’ which were 50% higher than normal rates then in effeet, to help 
pay for the War of 1812, and this increased the 12%4c rate to 18%4c. 

“The ‘War Rates’ were rescinded by the Act of February 1, 1816; 
and the old scale of rates was restored for a little over one month— 
from March 31, 1816 to April 30, 1816, inclusive. Thus the 12%4c rate 
was again in effect during the thirty-one days mentioned, for 90 to 
150 miles. 

“Under the Act of April 9, 1816, a new scale of rates was established 
from and aiter May 1, 1816, and this included a 12'4c rate for distances 
of 80 to 150 miles. This rate continued in effect almost thirty years— 
until it was superceded by the 5c rate, commencing July 1, 1845. 

“The 18%4c rate was in effect for 90 to 150 miles from February 1, 
1815 to March 30, 1816, inclusive as a ‘War Rate’, as stated. During 
that period, there was also a 25\2c rate for distances of 150 to 300 miles, 
which was 50% higher than the’normal l7c rate for that distance. 

“An 1846c rate was in effect for distances of 150 to 400 miles from 
May 1, 1816 to March 2, 1825 inclusive. Apparently this proved a diffi- 
cult rate to collect, because the Act of March 3, 1825 increased this rate 
one-fourth of a cent to 18% cents. It remained 18% cents until the 5c 
and 10c rates became effective July 1, 1845. 

“From July 1, 1845, there was no fractional rate in effect, with the 
single exception of a rate of 12%c, per half ounce, which was in effect 
from August 14, 1848 to June 30, 1851, inclusive, between points on the 
Pacific Coast only. It seems likely that the reason for this resumption 
of the 12'4c rate (after three years of disuse) on the Pacifie Coast only, 
was that small United States.coins were exceedingly scarce in that 
region, while Spanish and Mexican reales and half reales continued in 
general circulation there a good deal longer than elsewhere in the 
country, and thus it was easier for Pacific Coast postmasters to make 
change for a 12%c postage charge than for a 10c or 15¢c charge.”

Perhaps the above discourse is enough of the deep stuff for one 
issue, so let us see what we have that is not so deep. 

Speaking of hand drawn FDC’s a couple weeks ago makes me 
think of a new cover that just came to hand with our new 2c stamp on 
i#t. This is a very attractive cover that is hand lettered for the address. 
It is in Old English letters, the address being done in black, orange and 
green. Really the most attractive cever I know of, more pretty than 
any cachet I have seen. These covers are the work of Mr. T; Stone, 
1080 Oceanview Ave., Brooklyn, N. Y. I would like to bet that Mr. 
Stone’s Album pages must be about as finely written up and embel- 
fished as anything that can be found anywhere.

Beginning October 15, the Post 
Office Department has made it 
possible for collectors to buy mint 
copies of Postage Due stamps. 
But, you won’t be able to do it 
through your local post office. 

They will be sold at face plus 
return postage at the Philatelic 
Agency, Post Office Department, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

Denominations are %%c, 1c, 2c. 
3c. 5c, 10c, 3c, We, $1 and $5. 

Just in case someone is wonder- 
ing whether he will need these to 
have a complete collection of Uni- 
ted States, I would give the usual 
answer — collect only that which 
appeals to you and within the lim- 
its imposed by your time and mon- 
ey. 

Remember in stamp collecting 
you don’t have to do anything like 
the other fellow. That’s what 
makes it so generally acceptable 
as a hobby.

Postage’ Dues issued? 


You would hardly believe that 
the Post Office Department, be- 
ing the absolute monopoly that it 
is, would have need of a public 
relations program to sell its serv- 
ices to the citizenry. But it does, 
and never before has the horn- 
blowing been so substantial, of 
good quality and timely. It is an- 
other one of the many fine things 
which PMG Summerfield’s admin- 
istration is carrying on. 

As for instance — a TV show. 
Called ‘‘The: Mail Story’’ the pro- 
gram originates in New York City 
and is televised between 8 and 
8:30 p.m. E.S.T. over the network 
of the American Broadcasting Co. 

The Mail Story consists of a ser- 
ies of dramatic programs empha- 
sizing the care and skill exercised 
by ali the people of the Postal 
Establishment in safeguarding the 
speedy delivery of mail. 


For more good public relations 
with collectors Mr. Summerfield 
could remedy a complaint which 
HPO and First Flight collectors 
have voiced for many years. That 
is the lateness of the announce- 
ment of the inauguration of High- 
way Post Office, or Airmail Serv- 
ice in various parts of the nation. 

Such things are not done on the 
spur of the moment. If the POD 
is going to the trouble of supply- 
ing cachets and special postmarks 
then it must go a step further 
and see that news of the inaug- 
urals is released in sufficient time 
for the collector through the phila- 








telic press to participate. 


Now and again readers ask if 
we can supply them with stamps 
for their collections. 

The only stamps we have here 
are those used on our mail and 
none of those are for sale. We 
have to get them from the post 
office the same as every one else. 

Shop the dealers who advertise 
in the display and classified sec- 
tions for your wants. No other 
philatelic publication in this 
country has greater coverage or 


more dealers. 
Everett V. Brant of Detroit, 
Mich. has written a letter to me 


which just about sums up all other 
comments sent here on the matter 
by interested readers. He says— 

*_...I most heartily agree with 
you that more -presidents’ heads 
on the new stamps is just TOO 
durned much of a good thing, and 
that it is time we had something 
else. Therefore I thought you 
might like to know that I got off 
my tail long enough to write Mr. 
Summerfield about it... .I¢ is the 
first letter of its kind I have ever 
written, and whether it will do any 
good is dubious. However, if Mr. 
Summerfield got enough of such 
letters, there is a possibility that 
he might consider the situation.

Certainly, it is a reasonable re- 
quest.” 

If any Postmasters General of 
the past fifteen years were more 
in sympathy with collectors than 
PMG Summerfield, they never 
showed it in any Way. Ia fact I 
always had the impression that in- 
cluding Mr. Donaldson en back to 
Mr. Farley their door’s only open- 
ed one way — in — and that their 
policies were definitely clannish 
and not subject to public opinion. 


Various cities are currently us- 
ing the United Fund slogan can- 
cellation. Nothing really special 
about it but it is a clean cut item 
with an appropriate illustration. I 
have one here on a cover from 
M. J. Pelt of Detroit and that’s 
the only city I know is using it. 

However there are probably ma- 
ny others but the POD hasn’t said 
which. 





The official program prepared 
for the first day of issue of the 
le coil of the Liberty series was 
a rather unique one. It consisted 
of a single sheet of light cover 
stock reproducing the first and 
last pages of the exhibition catalog 
for the regional stamp exhibition 
of the Associated Stamp Clubs of 
the Chesapeake Area. 

It was there that the stamp had 
its first day on October 8 

Two generous readers remem- 
bered my ‘‘vice’’ of collecting such 
first day programs with the stamp 
affixed and tied there with a first 
day hand cancel. 

They. were H. V. Swallow of 
Lambertville, N. J. who also in- 
cluded another historical item pre- 
pared with stamp and cancel. And, 
George R.. Voltzow of Baltimore 
who went all out preparing one 
program with the stamp and ex- 
hibition station postmark, and an- 
other with the stamp and usual 
first day of issue cancellation. 

For all of which my sincere 
thanks to both. 


Joseph Zollman of New York 
called my attention to a line in 
“Walter Winchell Of New York’’ in 
which he stated, ‘“‘The Postmaster- 
General refuses to okay honoring 
Alexander Hamilton on a postage 
stamp because of his birth rec- 
ord.”” 

Out of curiosity I checked the 
encyclopedia which reads: 

**Alexander Hamilton (1757- 1804). 
An eminent American statesman. 
He was born at Charles Town, in 
the island of Nevis, West Indies, 
on January 11, 1757, and appears 
to have been the natural son of a 
Scottish trader names James Ham- 
ilton, who died on the island of St. 
Vincent about 1799, and Rachel 
Levine, originally named Faucette, 
and of French-Huguenot descent. 
who some time previously had 
separated from her husband.” 

Since the United States has hon- 
ored Hamilton on a number of oc- 
casions with his portrait on post- 
age and other stamps, the Win- 
chell statement has all the mak- 
ings of a canard. I could hardly 
imagine PMG Summerfield or any 
of his co-workers taking any kind 
of a stand on a man’s birth, when 
his living was so illustrious. 

Seemingly, the Winchell state- 
ment is another one of those un- 
principled remarks which dre said 
to appear among his writings at 
intervals.

Six airmails have been issued in 
1954 all with scenic designs. On 
each a transport plane has been 
added to signify the intended usage 
of these items. The set is as fol- 
lows: 

10 pruta, Olive Tree in the Judean 
Hills. The stamp features a typi- 
cal olive tree.as they are seen all 
over the country. The one appear- 
ing on the stamp was first painted 
by the artist G. Hamori, in the 
Judean Hills, West of Jerusalem. 
Once the country abounded in 
woods and forests; however, wars 
and the negligence of conquerors 
denuded the country more and 
more. (In order to repair this dam- 
age, the Jewish National Fund has 
so far planted more than 20 million 
trees.) 

Only the olive tree was always 
well tended for its usefulness and 
its fruit is still an important factor 
in the economy of the country. 
The olive tree is often mentioned 
in the Bible. When Noah sent out” 
the dove, she returned ‘‘and, lo, 
in her mouth was an olive leaf 
plucked off’’ (Genesis 8:11). In the 
lovely simile contained in Judges 
9:8-15 the olive tree is praised for 
the fatness of its. fruit.

The drawings of birds which ap- 
pear on the new airmail stamps of 
Israel, are the work of ancient He- 
brew artists who, fifteen hundred 
two thousand years ago, deco- 
rated synagogues and tombs with 
these devices. The oldest among 
them is the eagle of the 100 pruta 
copied from a tomb discovered in 
| 1901 at Marisa, near Beit Jibrin in 
j southern Israel. The tomb belongs 
to Antagoras, the son of Zenodoros, 
a member of the Phoenician colony 
at Marisa. He died in 119 B.C.E. 
in the time when the town was con- 
quered by the Hasmonean prince 
John Hyrcanus. (Between 129-109 
B.C.E.). 

The walls of the tomb are cov- 
ered with colored paintings repre- 
senting vases decorated with funer- 
al wreaths, garlands of flowers, 
and especially various types of ani- 
mals. On both sides of the pedi- 
ment, at the main entrance to the 
tomb, two eagles are represented, 
one of which appears on the new 
stamp. The style of the paintings as | 
well as the general character of 
Marisa is Hellenistic, but the ar- | 
rangement of the tomb itself is | 
characteristic of the art of Pales- 
tine during that period, and it may 
be assumed, almost with certain- 
ty, that the paintings represent the 
work of local artists.

The 18th day of Iyar, the 33rd day of the Sefira (the Count, of the 
49 days of the Omer, between Passover and Shevouoth) is commonly 
referred to as L’G Beomer (Lamed — 30, Gimmel — 3). 
period of the Sefira, and especially L’G Beomer, are historically very 
closely related to the Bar Kokhba revolt against the Romafi conquerors. 
This last armed insurrection of the Hebrew nation, lasting from 132 to 


The entire 


134 C.E., has but few parallels in history for its ferocity and heroism. 


The leader of this war was a 
young Jew, Shiman Bar Kokhba 
who aided by the support and col- 
laboration of the great Rabki Akiba 
ben Yosef, soon had the entire 
country, atoused by Roman perse- 
cution, backing him to the last man. 
Bar Kokhba conducted the war with 
such skill and intensity that it shook 
the Roman Empire. Fighting in 
the mountains of Yehoudah, he de- 
feated one Roman army after an- 
other, forcing them to bring in Le- 
gions from as far away as Spain. 
In a short time he had the country 
liberated and kept it free for two 


| years. 


As an expression of sovereignty, 
Hebrew coins were struck, replac- 
ing the Roman. We find these 
coins on the stamps of the 15 
and 50 pr of the First Coin Issue 
and on the 15, 30 and 50 pr of the 
Second and Third Issues. 

The issuance of these coins was 

the last act of an independent Is- 
rael Government. The incorpora- 
tion of these coins in the first 
stamps, the first sovereign act of 
the New State of Israel, binds the 
new state to the old, bridging the 
Diaspora and making the history 
of the States of Israel a continuous 
one. 
The Bar Kokhba revolt was ulti- 
mately crushed by the overwhelm- 
ing forces and the scorched earth 
warfare of the Romans. Bar Kokh- 
ba himself fought to the end and 
died on the ramparts of his last 
stronghold, of Betar. 

But the day of L’G Beomer and 
its continuous observance through 
1800 years, kept the traditions of 
a fighting nation alive, culminating 
in the heroic War of Liberation 
and making the Rebirth of the He- 
brew State possible. 

Another philatelic item, in connec- 
tion with L’G Beomer appeared on 
the Eve of L’G Beomer, 17th of 
Iyar 5709, when a special can- 
cellation was applied at the city of 
Meron in the Gallil. It was the oc- 
casion of the Halloulah of Rabbi 
Shimon Bar Yohay. One of the 
greatest Sages- of the early Tal- 
mudic period, he was a pupil and 
follower of the spiritual leader of 
the Bar Kokhba revolt, Rabbi Aki- 
ba ben Yosef. The Romans sought 
to slay him, but he and his son 
hid in a cave for twelve years, de- 
voting their lives to study and inter- 
pretation of the Law. 

Tradition has it, that he is buried 

in Meron where a Synagogue is 
built over his grave. For centuries 
Jews from all over the country 
gather at Meron on L’G Beomer 
to celebrate his memory. This Hal- 
loulah or celebration is performed 
with great enthusiasm and colorful 
elation. With dance: around a bon- 
fire and ages old Palestinian songs, 
it is one of the great attractions for 
tourists. 
Collectors of JNF stamps, too, 
will find a stamp relating to the 
period of the Roman wars. In the 
1937 issue of ‘‘Antiquities and Insti- 
tutions,” one stamp shows the 
ruins of Masada. This impenetrable 
mountain fortress held out for three 
years after the destruction of Yeru- 
shalaim (Jerusalem).

First Issue—May 5, 1949 


Entire, envelope imprinted with 
the stamp honoring the newly ad- 
opted official Flag of the State of 
Israel, in its official colors of white 
and blue. The cachet on the enve- 
lope symbolizes the fall of the old 
state to the Romans and the re- 
birth of the present one. It shows 
the coin struck by the Romans on 
the conquest of Jersualem in the 
Year 79 of the Present Era, pic- 
turing a Roman Victor and a van- 
quished Hebrew with the inscrip- 
tion ‘Judea Capta’”’ and ‘“‘S C’”’. 
(Senatus Consulto) “Judea is cap- 
tured’’ and ‘‘with approval of the 
Senate’’. 

Next to it is the insignia of the 
Haganah, inscribed ‘‘Israel Defense 
Army’’. Above is the Caption ‘“‘In- 
dependence Day, 5/709’’ and the 
Coat of Arms of the State of Israel. 
Both stamp and cachet were de- 
signed by F. Krausz. First day of 
issue sites were Jerusalem, Haifa, 
Tel Aviv, Knesset and the Tabul 
Stamp Exhibition which was held in 
Tel Aviv. Cover shows Tabul can- 
cellation. 


Second Issue—April 4, 1950 


This set of two stamps is dedicat- 
ed to immigration and ingathering 
of the landless Jews from all 
over the world. Designed by Prof. 
Karo, the 20p brown honors those 
who so heroically fought for free 
immigration into the homeland by 
showing a small boat of blockade 
runners in the dark of night and a 
heroic figure of a man smashing 
the barbed wire fences barring the 
landing. 

















The tab attached to the bottom 
row of the sheet reads: ‘‘WITH 
STRONG ARM, WITH OUT- 
STRETCHED ARM AND WITH 
GREAT FEAR” Deuteronomy, 26-8. 
The 40p green designed by Wind- 
Strusky, celebrates the free and 
welcome immigration into the new 
state by showing long lines of ships 
and airplanes. Inscribed: ‘‘Free- 
dom and Independence Ingathering 
of the Exiles” a tab at the bottom 
of the sheet reads: ‘“‘And from the 
East, our sun too, will rise again,’’ 
from a poem by Tchernikowski. 
Cachet on the official FDC shows 
Rays of the Rising Sun, breaking 
the darkness, the text reads: 
“Happy is he that waits and as- 
pires and sees the Rising of Thy 
Light and on him Thy Dawn will 
break.” 


Third Issue—May 9, 1951 


Designed by Otte Wallish, it com- 
memorates the War of Liberation 
by showing sites of decisive bat- 
tles. The 15p red-brown depicts the 
Stronghold of Yesha, formerly a 
fortified police station, known as 
Nebi Yosha. It’s capture by the 
Israelis, had a decisive effect on 
the war in the Gallilee.

Independence Day 
Issues Of Israel

The War of Liberation and the Proclamation of Statehood of Israel, 
on the 5th day of the Hebrew month of Iyar, in the Year of Création, 
5708.—6th of May 1948—is honored annually by the Independence Day 
Celebration and the issuance of a set of stamps in honor of the occasion. 
The six issues to date are as follows: 








salem. Bloody battles, culminating 
in its capture by the Israeli forces, 
made the ‘‘Road of Valor’ (built 
by Col. David Marcus, USA) and 
the relief and delivery of the be- 
sieged Jerusalem possible. 

The tabs on both stamps show the 
Emblem of the State of Israel, and 
inscribed: ‘Independence Day 
5/711—1951. The cachet on the offi- 
cial FDC, shows an ivy vine with 
three leaves, twifling round an an- 
cient column, It symbolizes the 
three years of the new state grow- 
ing on the soil and traditions of the 
old. 


Fourth Issue—April 29, 1952 


Otto Wallish again was the de- 
signer. It consisted of a set of three 
stamps commemorating the War of 
Liberation and showing sites of bat- 
tles. The 30p reddish-brown and li- 
lac, shows the destroyed water tank 
in the settlement of Yad Mordek- 
hai (named after the Hero leader 
of the Warsaw Ghetto insurrection) 
and a thistle. 








In the 60p dark green and blue 
is a war tank in the village of Dag- 
aniah and a Corn Flower. Gray 
and red are the colors of the 110p 
which shows the City of Safed in 
Gallilee and in the foreground a 
hero grave marker, inscribed:

Armistice Cachet 
From Lakehurst, N.J. 


The Ocean County, N. J. Stamp 
Club will issue a handsome three- 
color cachet on Armistice Day 
commemorating the 30th anniver- 
sary of America’s First Interna- 
tional Airport, Lakehurst Naval 
Air Station, located in the heart 
of the New Jersey ‘‘Pine Belt’’, 
according to president Robert E. 
Pleger. It will be engraved in red, 
white and blue, depicting the his- 
toric No. 1 _ lighter-than-airship 
hangar at Lakehurst for which the 
station is internationally famous, 
the airship ‘‘Los Angeles’”’ in flight 
and an early military heavier than 
air plane from which the original 
cachet takes its significance. 

Mr. Pleger explained that Lake- 
hurst Naval Air. Station operated 
a heavier-than-air landing field 
strip and pioneered lighter-than- 
air world flight service as early 
as 1924, making it the nation’s 
first international airport. Collec- 
tors desiring the commemorative 
cachet may secure it by remitting 
15c to cover cost of the cacheted 
envelope and airmail postage, to 
the Ocean County Stamp Club, 
Toms River, N. J. 

It will be cancelled at the Lake- 
hurst post office November 11 
bearing the new 4c airmail in com- 
bination with the new Jefferson 
(2c) ordinary postage stamp, with 
the frank of the famous Naval Air 
Station community.

Alaska is bounded by the Arctic

This little stunt was successful 
and they kept repeating it on 
special occasions, such as, Christ- 
mas, New Year, etc. The Austrian 
Postal authorities attempted an-| 
other idea in order to maintain} 
their lead in Palestine. They ac-j| 
cepted mail from the growing 
number of Jewish settlements 
free of charge with the under- 
standing that all outgoing mail| 
was to go through, their postal 
system. 

The first all Jewish stamp _was 
issued by the settlement of Rish- 
en Lezion in 1904-5. It was a 
Jewish National Fund stamp and 
a special cancellation was used 
by the settlement’s own post of- 
fice. In 1908 Petah Tiqva also 
issued its own stamp and cancel- 
lation. These stamps, issued by 
local Jewish settlements, helped 
to defray the cost of their postal 
organizations. 

ee to the outbreak of World 
War I, all foreign post offices 
wet closed on September 30, 
and October 1, 1914. As the result 
of these closings the civilian pop- 
ulation had to resort again to the 
Turkish postal system. 

On November 2, 1917 the Bal- 
four Declaration was presented 
to the Jewish people in the name 
of the British Government. The 
allied army under General Allen- 
by entered Jerusalem on Decem- 
ber 7, 1917 and in September of 
the following year Palestine was 
completely occupied. At this time 
all Turkish post offices in Pales- 
tine were closed. A new era 
dawned. — 

The British put the country 
under a military administration 
which reorganized the postal 
service and during this period is- 
sued a one piastre stamp which 
was ordered in Egypt. On the 
stamps the words “Postage Paid” 
ared in English and Arabic 
and the letters E.E.F. which stand 
for Egyptian Expeditionary Force. 
Stamps were later ordered from 
England in similar design but in 
different denominations from one 
millieme to 20 piastres. Im 1922, 
the civilian administration was 
established under authorization 
of the British Mandate of Pales- | 
tine. | 

The stamps received a trilin- | 
gual overprint, since English, He- | 
brew and Arabic had been recog: | 
nized as -the three official _lan-| 
guages of the country.

The sudden appearance of 
the circular after mid-April made 
it necessary for the Jewish au- 
thorities to step m earlier than 
had been anticipated, in order to 
avoid a complete breakdown of 
the postal service. 

Stamps had not been printed 
and therefore the postal authori- 
ties took over the labels of the 
Jewish National Fund (KEREN 
KAYEMET L’ISRAEL) and over- 
printed them for postal use. The 
overpriat consisted of the word 
“DOAR” meaning ‘‘POST’’. These 
stamps were valid only for intern- 


al mails, and were sold from)! 
May 3 to 15. They were in use| 
until May 22 : 


Three different types of 
“DOAR” overprints existed. The 
Jerusalem overprint had three 
different printings. They were not 
handstamped as in Tel Aviv and 
Haifa but were done by means 
ef sterotype, in black ink. 

The first overprint shows the 
word “DOAR” at the top of the 
stamp and the value (5, 10, 25 
mils) at the bottom. 

The second overprint shows the 
word “DOAR” as well as the 
value overprinted at the bottom 
of the stamps. 

The third printing consisted of 
the 5 mil of the second printing 
but with a small difference in the 
overprint. The five is slightly 
slanted. 

The Jerusalem overprint was 
used only in Jerusalem. The Hai- 
fa overprint “shows the word 
“DOAR” in a circle 17%mm in 
diameter in black. 

Stamps with the Haifa over- 
print were used in Haifa and the 
Jewish post offices in northern 
Palestine. 

The Tei Aviv overprint shows 
the word “DOAR” in one line, 
im violet or red ink. Stamps with 
the Tel Aviv overprint were used 
in the entire country with the 
exception of Jerusalem. 

Localities cut off from the 
main centers carried their mail 
to Tel Aviv in armored cars and 
issued speciai stamps for this 


generally assumed to have been the 
first name of Bar Cochba. 

The stamps valued at 5 and 10 
mils bear reproductions of bronze 
coins of the second year of the first 
Jewish war. On the 5 mil stamp, 
one side shows a vineleaf with the 
inscription ‘‘Cheruth Zion’”’ (Free- 
dom of Zion); while the reverse, 
used for the 10 mil stamp, has a 
slender amphora with handles and 
a decorated lid, presumably of ritu- 
al significance. The inscription is 
merely ‘“‘Shnath Shalosh’’ (Year 
Three). 

The brenze half-shekei used for 
the three-mil stamp is of special 
interest. Its device is a palm tree 
with seven branches with two 
bunches of fruit and a richly deco- 
rated basket filled with fruits on | 
either side of the stem; the in- | 
scription ‘“‘le-geulath Zion’’ (For 
the Redemption of Zion). 

The reverse of the coin, which is 
now shown on the stamps, bears a 
lulav and two ethrogim with the 
inscripton ‘‘shnath arba’’ — ‘‘chat-

These baskets doubt- 
less represent those presented to 
the Temple during the Feast of the 
First-Fruits (the ‘““Bikkurim’’) as is 
written in the Bible (5 B.M. XXVI, 
2): “That thot: shalt take of the 
first of all the fruits of the earth, 
which thou shalt bring of thy land 
that the Lord thy God giveth thee 
and shalt put it in a basket, and 
shalt go into the place which the 
Lord thy God shall choose to place 
his name there.” 

This coin was minted in the 
fourth year of the war, when Jeru- 
salem was already besieged. There 
was an acute shortage of silver in 
the city — the eye-witness Flavius 
Josephus records this in his ‘‘His- 
tory of the Jewish War’’ and the 
Jewish authorities were obliged to 
mint the half and quarter shekel 
coins of bronze instead of silver, 
which constituted a special war or 
‘emergency currency, as we know it 
in our time. 

The antiquity and peculiarly ap 
propriate historical associations of 
thesé coins made them appear suit- 
able as the motif for the first 
stamps of the State of Israel. 
There is ao other people in the 
world which is able to use coins 
minted by its ancestors 2000 years 
ago for its postage stamps to-day. 

There is no connection between 
the Italy of today and the por- 
traits and titles of the Roman em- 
perors or the images of the Greek 
gods on the antique Roman coins. 
But the symbols and inscriptions on 
the antique Jewish coins have the

Israel's First

It has been the task of the JNF, 
since its inception to buy land in 
Palestine on behalf of the Jewish 
people. This land, which in its ma- 
jor part was waste and desert, 
was reclaimed and prepared for 
Jewish settlement.

One of the first means of fund 
raising was the JNF stamp. Dur- 
ing the transitional period between 
the Mandate regime and the es- 
tablishment of the State of Israel, 
these JNF labels were used as post- 
age stamps and helped save the 
day. 

The stamps depict a tree, tractor 
and a man and plow with two 
horses. These are the imstruments 
which helped to conquer the wastes 
and are fitting emblems for a set 
of stamps honoring the JNF. 

An illustration of the first JNF 
label showing the Mogen David 
with the word Zion is shown on the 
80 pruta stamp. The imprint in red 
reads. “Gift from the Jewish Na- 
tional Fund, Jerusalem.”

shape containing a eolorless head 
of King George VI facing left, 
surmounted by a crown, with 
“AUSTRALIA” at the top of the 
oval and “POSTAGE” followed 
by the value in words, within 
the lower part of the oval. 

The denominations were also 
expressed in figures within small 
circles at each side of the design. 
The. 3/7d stamp was impressed 
in maroon color and the 5/10d 
in dark blue, these colors being 
specially selected to further dis- 
tinguish the stamps.

the background, as seen from the 
opposite shore of Lake Galilee. The 
kibbutz was founded by Central 
European immigrants in 1937. It 
developed modern fishing methods. 
The kibbutz is known for its activi- 
ties in the field of music. It owns a 
modern festival hall which brought 
to the small, wayward settlement 
celebrities of Metropolitan Opera 
and Carnegie Hall fame. 
During the War of Independence 
the settlement was cut off by Syri- 
an troops, who had their main 
positions on top of the Susitta 
mountain. The settlement was held 
against incredible odds and finally 
the settlers stormed the enemy po- 
sitions on the mountain and drove 
the invaders back to Syria. In 
Biblical times the site was known 
under the name of The Country of 
the Gergesenes, mentioned in Matt- 
hew 8:28. 
100 pruta, Road to Jerusalem. 
The stamp depicts a scene from 
the ‘‘Road to Jerusalem’’. The road 
referred to is the highway leading 
from the coastal plain (Tel Aviv- 
Jaffa) to the capital. Shaar Hagay, 
the Gate of the Valley, was during 
the War of Independence the scene 
of bitter fighting, as the Jews had, 
at any price, to keep open their 
only access to Jerusalem. Wrecks 
of burnt trucks are still lying along 
both sides of the road. 
The valley opens up to the pic- 
turesque Arab village of Abu 
Gosh. The place has been identified 
with the site of Biblical Emmaus. 
The hill to the left of the road is 
crowned by a Franciscan Monas- 











de |’Alliance. 
150 pruta, Lion Rock. This inter- 


esting formation, which attracts 
many tourists, is situated in the 
Maale Akrabim, ‘‘Ascent of the 


Scorpions’, in the Southern Ne- 
gev. The sand stone rock looks 
very much like a lion head and 
bears a marked similarity to the 
Sphinx of Ghizeh, near Cairo in 
Egypt. It is said that the rock 
served as model to the prehistoric 
builders of the Sphinx. This site is 
also mentioned in the Bible, Num- 
bers 34:4. 

350 pruta, Bay of Elat. The Bay 
of Elat appears on most maps un- 
der the name of Gulf of Aqaba, 
which is the northernmost end of 
the Red Sea. Prior to the establish- 
ment of the State of Israel, it was 
entirely insignificant, but it is now 
rapidly being developed into a sea- 
port and winter resort. The place is 
famous for its coral reefs and trop- 
ical fish. 

A daily air connection exists be- 
tween Elat and Lydda airport. Re- 
cently a highway was opened con- 
necting Elat with the center of the 
country. In Biblical times the’ port 
was called Ezion Geber, and from 
there King Solomon started his ex- 
peditions to Arabia and the Gold 
Land of Ophir, I Kings 9:26-28. 
500 pruta, Tanur Cascade. The 
Northern border of Israel reaches 
to the spurs of the Lebanon Moun- 
tains. The Jordan River receives 
part of its water froin these moun- 
tains. The quite impressive water- 
fall is situated near the border vil- 
lage of Metula. From there the 
waters run to the Hule Lake, now 
famous for the development plans,
